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Amendments To 
State Constitution 


Three Amendments To Be Voted 
Upon Tuesday, Nov. 7. 


At the election to be held in this 
state on Tuesday, November’ 7, 1922, 
there will be submitted to the electors 
three proposed amendments to the 
Constitution of the state, as follows: 


A proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution providing that Article XIII be 
amended by adding a séction to be 
known as section 6, to read as follows: 

Sec. 5. Subject to this Constitution 
the legislature may authorize munici- 
palities, subject to reasonable limita- 
tions, to condemn and to take the fee 
to more land and property than is 
needed in the acquiring, opening and 
widening of parks, boulevards, public 
places, streets, alleys, or for any public 
use, and after so much of the Jand and 
property has been appropriated for 
any such needed public purpose, the 
remainder may be sold or teased with 
or without such restrictions as may be 
appropriate to the improvement made. 
‘Bonds may. be issued to supply the 


‘funds to pay in whole or in part for 


the excess property so. appropriated, 
but such bonds shall be a lien only on 
the property so acquired and they shall 
not be included in any limitation of the 
bonded indebtedness of such munici- 
pality. 

This proposed amendment, if adopt- 
ed, will empower the legislature to 


authorize municipalities to acquire land 


and property in excess of that needed 


_ for parks, boulevards, streets, etc., and 


issue bonds for the payment of same. 


’ A proposed amendment to section 3 


_ Of Article X. to read as follows: 


‘Sec. 3. The legislature shall provide 
by law a uniform rule of taxation, ex- 
cept on property paying specific taxes, 
‘and taxes shall be levied on sucl.— 


_perty as. shall be prescribed by law. 
’ Provisivns may be made by law for a 


tax of wu'.to exceed four per centum 


-.upon or with respect to the net gains, 


profits and incomes, from whatever 
source derived, which tax may be 
graduated and prcgressive snd which 


‘may provide for reasonable exemp- 


tions. For the purposes of such tax, 
property and persons, firms and cor- 
porations, upon which such tax may 
operate may be, classified: Provided, 
That the legislature shall provide by 
law a uniform rule of taxation for such 
property as shall be assessed by the 
atate board of asaessors, and the rate 
of taxation on such property shall be 
the rate which the state board of 
assessors shall ascertain and determine 
is the average rate levied upon other 
property upon which ad valorem taxes 
are assessed for state, cqunty, town- 
ship, school and‘ municipal purposes. 

This proposed amendment, if adopt- 
ed, will authorize the enactment of an 
income tax Jaw providing fora tax of 
not to exceed four per centum upon 
net gains, profits and incomes, and 
providing for a classification of pro- 


» perty aud persons upon which such tax 


may operate. 


A proposed smendment to Article 
VUI, by adding section 80, to read as 
follows: 

Sec. 30. The legislature may pro- 


, vide for the incorporation of ports’ and 


port districts, and confer power and 
authority upon them to engage in work 
of internal improvements in connec- 
tion therewith. 

This proposed amendment, if adopt- 
ed, will authorize the legislature to 
provide for the incorporation of ports 
and port districts with power to engage 
in work of internal ,improvements in 
connection therewith. 


Thia statement is made in compliance 
with Section 7 of Chapter XXIV of Act 
203, P. A. of 1917, which in part fs as 
follows: The Secretary of State shall 
duly prepare a coucize statement, set- 
ting. forth the purport, nature and 
effect of any proposed amendments, 
and shall send copies of such state- 
ment to the daily and weekly news- 


- papers with a request that said papers 


give as wide publicity as possible. 
Publication of any matter by any paper 
under the provisions of- this section 
shall be without expense or cost to the 


. State of Michigan.

Quoting from the Petoskey paper,

vantage in all departments, and when- 
ever the men worked hard they open- 
ed big holes in the East Jordan forward 
wall through which the backs charged 
for big gains. 

“The locals excelled on straight foot- 
ball while the visitors showed better 
with the air attack and worked a num- 
ber of very neat forward passes. 
Fumbles were responsible for two 
toucedowns and came: nearly giving 
another to East Jordan. Smith proved 
a star for the visitors, making practi- 
cally all of the-long games on end runs 
on the receiving er‘ of passes.

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LCC. SAYS CAR 
SHORTAGE EXISTS 


COMMISSION REPORT SHOWS 
FOOD SHIPMENTS IMPERILED 
BY POOR SERVICE. 


ESSENTIALS GIVEN PREFERENCE 


Extension of Priorty Order System 
May Be Necessary to Cope With 
Continued Seriousness. 


Washington—Figures and reports in 
the possession of the interstate com- 
merce commission show plainly that 
the fear of an early car shortage 
which officials of the. American Rail 
way association expressed recently, i: 
distinctly conservative and‘that a car 
shortage already exists in the refriger- 
ator ‘service handling perishable food. 

The commission is devoting itself 
to careful studies of the whole situa- 
tion, to the ond that the most efficient 
use may be made of the avatlable 
equipment. That bolls down mainly, 
to seeing that when there are not 
enough cars to take all traffic offered 
for transportation, preference’ is given 
by the railroads to essential articles. 
“In a broad way, that already has 
been done in the issuance of priority 
orders, covering fuel, foodstuffs and 
other essentials.” But {t Is stated that 
the commission is making a constaat 
Btudy of the general situation, in or- 
der to be prepared to use its priority 
powers to meet promptly and effect- 
ively each phase of the general situa- 
tion as it 1s presented. 

In addition, a study now {s belng 
made in the commission's offices of 
the reconsignment practices in ‘the 
thovement of open top cars, used prin- 
elpally for coal dnd building materials, 
The commission is considering whe- 
ther, in view of the conditions prevail 
ing in the transportation, some restric 
tion of the privileges now granted 
could not: be made for the benefit of 
the whole situation. The views of 
railroad executive have been sought. 

In part, government officials attri- 
bute the difficulties of the situation 
to fallura of the roads to make re- 
placemonts and additions. The roads 
say they have not kept their. equip. 
ment up to the necessary standard be- 
cause. government regulations has not 
allowed them aufficient profits to 
finance the necessary improvements.

MUST LEAVE NEUTRAL ZONES 


Kemalists Must Also Pledge Them 
selves Not To Cross Dardan- 
elles During Negotiations. 


Paris—Froedom of the Turkish 
straits and extension of Turkish sov- 
ereignty into erstern Thrace (Huro- 
pean territory) are two of the main 
principles contained in the collect- 
{ve note which France, Great Britain 
and Italy have sent to Turkey, This 
note contains the formula for the pro- 
posed Near East peace conference. 

The British are understcowd to have 
agreed to give Adrinnople to the 
Turks and extend the Turkish fron- 
tiar 135 miles northwestward from 
Constantinopia along the Maritza 
river, This would bring the line vir- 
tually to the point it occupied prior 
to the first Balkan war in 1912 when 
the Turkish and Bulgarian boundaries 
in Thrace Joined one another, 

Chief of the conditions which the 
Angora government must accept are 
as follows: : 

1. The Kemalists must refrain 
from sending troops into the provi 
sional neutral zones during the peace 
negotiations; 

2, The Turkish straits are to be 
freed or internationalized and this 
freedom is to be held inviolate by thé 
League of Nations; 

8. The Turks must pledge them- 
selves not to cross the Dardanelles, 
Sea of Marmora or Bosphorus into 
Burope during the negotiations: 

4. Christian minorities in 
Minor are to be protected. 

The Allics, on* their side, agree to 
withdraw thefr troops from Constan- 
tinople ag soon as the Near fast 
peace treaty is effective, and to ad- 
mit Turkey into the League of Na- 
tions so that she will bear a share of 
the responsibility for keeping the 
Turkish straits neutral, 

If the Turks agree to the conditions 
and a peace conference is actually 
summoned, the treaty resulting from 
it will take the place of the treaty of 
Sevres, which gave Thrace, including 
the city of Adrianople, to Greece.

An Ordinance to License and regu- 
late Soft Drink Parlors Pool and Billiard 
Rooms and to provide a penalty for 
violations thereof. ; 

Section 1, No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall operate, keep or main- 
tain any soft drink parlor or any pool 
or billiard room in this city after the 
first Monday of November, 1922, with- 
out first obtaining a license therefor 
and filing a bond with the city clerk as 
herein provided. ; 

Section 2. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration desiring to operates keep or 
maintain any soft drink’parior or any 
pool or billiard room in this city shall 
on or before the first Mondays of May 
and November in each and every year 
hereafter make and file with the City 
Clerk an application in writing signed 
by him for’a license to operate, keep 
or maintain a soft drink parlor, or a 
pool or billiard room as the case may 

e, and shall at the same time file .a 
bond to the people of this city in the 
sum of $200.00, with at least two sure- 
ties, conditioned that he or they will 
operate, keep and maintain such soft 
:drink parlor, pool or billiard room only 
jn accordance with the laws of this 
State and the Ordinances of this city, 
and shall at the same time gE to the 
city clerk a license fee of $2.50, to be 
credited to the general fund of this 
city when such license is authorized. 

Section 3’ The city clerk shall sub- 
mit to the common council of this city 
at its next meeting all such applications 
and bonds so filed with: him, and it 
shall be the duty of said council to, 
examine into the standing and reputa- 
tion of all such applicants as to their 
fitness and ld prt eta to have such 
license granted to them, and said Com- 
mon Council shall have power to 
examine applicants and any witnesses 
produced concerning the matter; and 
said Council atsuch meetings or at a 
subsequent meeting shall have power 
by a majority to authorize the granting 
of such License; and if authorized as 
herein provided, the City Clerk: shall 
be authorized to issue in the name of 
this City such License for the next en- 
suing six months, pee 

_Section 4, All License granted here- 
under shall expire on the first Mondays 
of May and November in each and 
every year, . . 

Section 5. Any and all Licenses 
granted pursuant to this Ordinance 


“ may be revoked by the Common Coun- 


cil of this City upon five days’ notice to 
the holder where such holder has been 
guilty of violations of this Ordinance 
and the Laws of this State governin 
the same or if he conducts his place 0 
business in a manner inimical to peace 
and good morals, . 

Section 6. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm'or corporation, to 
permit or allow any prostitute or any 

erson who is under the influence of 
intoxicating liquors or drugs, or who is 
cursing, swearing, using obscene or 
indecent language or who is in any 
other manner disturbing the: peace to 
enter or remain in any soft drink par- 
jor or in any pool or billiard room in 
this city. . 

Section 7. No public soft drink par- 
Jor, billiard or pool room shall be 
operated in any place in the City of 

ast Jordan after the hour of 11 o'clock 
p.m.standard Hine, except on Saturdays, 
and na such public soft drink parlor, 
posh or billiard room shall be operated 
nthe city of East Jordan after the 
hour of 12 o’clock p.m.on Saturdays,and 
no such soft drink parlor, pool or. bil- 
Hard room shall be operated on the 
first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday. 

Section 8, Any person, firm or cor- 

oration violating any of the’ provis- 
ions of this Ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof panied by a fine of 
not to exceed $100.00 or imprisonment 
in the City.or County Jail not-to ex- 
ceed Ninety days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the Court.

That Rules two, three, fifteen, 
twenty-six, thirty and thirty-one, of 
Ordinance No# 44, entitled ‘An Ordin- 
ance Establishing Rules and Regula- 
tions for the Government of the East 
Jordan Water Works, Fixing Water 


* Rates, and Providing Penalties for 


- Violation of Its Provisions, be amend- 


ed to read as follows: 

Sec. 4. Rule 2. An advance pay- 
‘ment of twenty-five dollars must be 
paid to the city treasurer“for tapping 
water mains.and running pipe to the 
curb line. The presentation to the city 
clerk of a receipt therefor, together 
with the application provided for in 
Rule 1 shall entitle the applicant to a 
pete to be issued by the clerk. for a 

hree-quarter tap in the main and a 
three-quarter connection as far as the 
curb box. Ifsaid sum of twenty-five 
‘dollars is in excess of the amount re- 
quired to make the connection such 
excess shall be refunded to the appli- 
cant, aud if not sufficient therefor the 
deficit shall be paid by the applicant 
before the water is turned on, : 

Rule 3, Water rentals and charges 
ahall be due and payable at the office 
of the city treasurer on the first-sdays 
of January, fpr daly and October of 
each year. If not paid by the fifteenth 
day of the month when due a collection 
fee of ten per cent shall be added by 
the city treasurer. If not pee during 
the month when due the city treasurer 
shall; upon the first day of the follow- 
ing month, notify the water commis- 
sioner of the same and said_water com- 
missioner shall thereupon require the 
Chief of Police of the city to cause the 
water to be turned: off forthwith. 

Rule 15. Bills for water will be 
made to the owner of the premises 
where furnished, but may be sent to 
and paid by the agent or tenant, All 
water charges shail be a lien upon the 
lands and premises where furnished 
and such lien may ‘be enforced as in 
this Rule provided. . : 


“Scimitar. 


. On the first day of March of each 


year the city treasurer shall certify to 


the city clerk all unpaid water rents 
and charges, together with a descrip- 
tion of the premises where used, the 
name of theowner of the premises and 
the name of the user of the water. 

The city clerk shall present such re- 
port at the first meeting of the city 
commission held thereafter. Upon re- 
ceiving such report the commission 
shall fix a time and place for gel 
any objections to the placing of sai 
water rents and charges upon the city 
tax roll for collection. Such time of 
hearing shall be not less than twenty 
days nor more than forty days from 
the date of fixing the same and notice 
of the time and Race of hearing’ sha!! 
be served upon the owner of the pre- 
mises upon which the said water rents 
and charges constitute a lien at least 
ten days before said time of hearing. 

Written notice of the time and place 
of hearing shall be served personally 
by the chief of police of the oy upon 
such owner if a resident of and living 
within the city of East Jordan. If nota 
resident of or living within said city at 
the time, the same shall be served up- 
on such owner by registered mail, 
addressed to such owner at his or her 
last known address, and a return re- 
ceipt demanded. The chief of police 
shall make due return to the city clerk 
of his doings in the premises. No 


particular form of notice shali be re-| 


quired but it shall be sufficient if such 
owner is duly informed in the premises, 

The city commission shall meet at 
the time and place of hearing and all 
persons interested shal] be heard. The 
commission shall then and there de- 
termine by resolution all water rents 
and charges which shall constitute a 
lien upon any premises, and shall in 
said resolution direct the. city clerk to 
certify the same to the city assessor 
with instructions to enter the same up- 
on the tax roll of said city for said year 
in an appropriate column for collection: 
Such determination shall state the last 
known owner of the premises, a de- 
scription of the premises and the 
amount of the water rent and charges. 
To the amount reported on the books 
of the treasurer shall be first added 
the ten per cent collection fee and then 
a further charge of ten per cent shall 
be added to cover the expense of en- 
forcing said lien. - 

Such water rents‘and charges shall 
thereupon be collected, receipted and 
returned in the same manner as other 
taxes. . 

Rule 26. The owner of any: métered 
premises supplied with water shall pay, 
in addition to all other charges, a 
meter rent, to be paid quarterly at the 
time of paying the water rent, as fol- 
lows: . 

Less than 1 inch metérs shall pay 
one dollar per year. — - 

linch and less than 2 inch meters 
shall pay $3.00 per year. 

2inch and less than 8 inch meters 
shall pay $5.00 per year; and meters 3 
inch or over shall pay $8.00 per year. 

Rule 30. Unmetered premises. shal 
pay a minimum charge for water of 6 
dollars perannum, to be paid quarterly 
as hereinbefore provided. No meter 
rent shall be charged. ; 

In any cise where, in the opinion of 
the water commissioner, an unusual 
amount of water is being used and a 
meter cannot be property installed, for 
any reason, a special contract shall be 
made with such user based upon an 
estimate of the water used. 

Rule 31. Metered premises shall pay 
quarterly according to the amount of 
water used each quarter as follows: 

Less than 600 cu. ft. Minimum 
charge $1.00. 

Over 500 cu. ft. .and less than 1000 
cu. ft., minimum charge $1.25. 

Over 1000 cu, ft. and less than 5000 
cu, ft., 15 cents per one-hundred cu. ft. 

Over 5000 cu. ft. and less. than 10,000 
cu, it 12% cents per one-hundred 
cu. ft. 

Over 10,000 cu. ft. and Jess than 
bay cu. ft., 10 cents per one-hundred 
cu. ft. 

Over 25,000 cu. ft. and less than 
tar cu. ft. 9 cents per one-hundred 
cu. ft. 

‘Over 50,000 cu. ft., 8cents per one- 


| hundred cu. ft. 


Tn each case there shall be added the 
meter rent provided in Rule 26, of this 
Section.
